At 
first'the, feathered guests came few at a.time, but in some way 
a ktioy/jedge of the feast in store spread rapidly and birds soon 
appealed in such numbers as to bend the limbs almost to the 
ground, and amid a din of chirping ami chattering the boun- 
tiful Christinas repast.was devoured by the delighted denizens 
of the hedgerows, the'orchards and the woods. And not one 
1 of-the great assemblage of the feathered tribe was happier or 


more gratified than the boys' and girls who had provided 'the 
banquet, and others who with them watched the disposition of 
the goodies suspended from the limbs of the birds' Christmas 
tree. 


jlu Boston 'there was an entirely different affair, though sim- 


ilar in Its nature and proinplcd by the same generous spirit. 
This Vas a Christmas dinner served-to the horses of the city 
under the auspices of the Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
ventitin of. Cruelly to Animals. It was not a nov'elty, for the 
same thing has been done before in recent vcars, but It was an 
occasion that interested many people and gave the horses a 
feast calculated to remind even the best-kept of them thai 
"Christmas comes' but once a, year/' The horses received 
bountiful rations of oats, carrots and apples, and their drivers 
were supplied witli doughnuts and hot coffee. 
It was a royal 


feast in its way and the enjoyment of the occasion was not 
confined to the noble animals for which it had been prepared 
,by the thoughtful and humane citizens of Boston. 


True, there is some "sentiment" in this, but it is sentiment 


of the right sort and one that may well be cultivated in the 
hearts of the young. ' To teach children to practice kindness 
toward all dumb creatures is'to add to the happiness of lliclr 
lives'and to make of.them better men and women. H is a les- 
son tliat cannot be loo strongly impressed upon the minds of 
the rising generation, and me fruits of which amply-repay 
the work of inculcation.

surrounded that are not worthy of our love ami regard. Pbr 
some years it has been fashionable in certain quarters lo decry 
the linglish sparrpws, lite little birds (hat make

the cities and villages and remain through I he long and hard 
winters when wild life of all kinds is scarce except in the dcnsc- 
' ness of .'the forests. Comment by a Chicago paper shows that 
even the'English sparrpw is missed when he disappears from 
his usual haunls. The paper says the little birds have practi- 
cally disappeared from that city, and mention of the fact is 
made with an unmistakable tone of regret.

practicable way, for (hose wiio possess that love are (lie better 
(or it and'lrc able lo get more out of life than would otherwise 
be possible.
